New Delhi: Dethiites gulped 
down nearly 4.6 crore liquor 
bottles in the month of De- 
cember, registering a 14% 
growth in month-on-month 
sales in comparison to 2022. 

While 3,99,60,509 liquor 
bottles were sold in December 
2022 through a network of 520 
shops spread across the city, 
4,56,00,135 had been sold till 29 
this month from 635 vends. 
With twomore days togo, offi 
cialssaid thenumber islikely 
to go up considering the sale 
jumps significantly on the 
New Year’seve. 

Accordingtotheexcisede- 
partment officials, the sale of 
liquor in the capital has been 
steadily going up this year 
with more shops opening in 
different parts of the city, in- 
crease in the availability of 
brands and improved custo- 
merexperience. 

As per the sale data, 
19,42,717 bottles were sold on 
December 24 this year, which 
was highest for the month ona 
singleday.On December 24 ast 
year; 14,69,357 bottles were sold. 
December 31 last year; however, 
witnessed a record sale of 
20,30,664 bottles, which was the 
highest ina day in that month,

While Rs 100 crore is 
for _Delhi-Shahjahanpur-Ne- 
emrana-Behror line, the rema- 
ining amount will be spent on 
the Delhi-Panipat corridor. 

Officials said the Supreme 
Court had earlier rapped the 
Delhi government following 
which the transport depart- 
ment sought a provision of Rs 
495 crore in the revised budget 
estimates to pay for RRTS. 
With no demand from the de- 
partment this year, the finance 
department of the Delhi go- 
vernment had not madeany al 
location in the budget estima- 
tes for 2023-24 for the Delhi-Me- 
erut corridor, which is under 
construction, and the propo- 
sed lines of Delhi-Panipat and 
Delhi-SNB. 

The government had paid 
Rs 500 crore in May and Rs 495 
crore earlier this month from 
the environment compensa- 
tion charge, which is collected 
from goods vehicles entering 
the capital, for the Delhi-Mee- 
rutsection. 

As per the details submit- 
ted by National Capital Region 
Transport Corporation, the 
Delhi government’s share for 
the two proposed corridors 
stands at Rs 5,704 crore, which

The order was soon ratified by 
Parliament in the form of the Government of NCT of 
Delhi Amendment Act. which gave more powers to LG 
to bolster the Centre's control over administrative matters 
in the capital. AP ministers often pointed out that the new 
‘Act took away whatever little powers the elected government had, 

‘and the officers too started ignoring their directions. The past year saw at 
least two press conferences addressed by top bureaucrats - once when parts 
of Delhi were inundated due to floods in the Yamuna and, again, when the 
elected dispensation accused the chief secretary of corruption.

He had said tha the inhuman 
and ghastly acts of the convicts 
shocked the collective conscience 
of the nation and deserved exem- 
plary punishment. 

The death penalty was finally

Raipur: Four doctorsof aprivate hospital 
in Chhattisgarh’s Bilaspur were arrested 
Friday after a complaint about alleged 
negligence and evidence-tampering per- 
taining to the death of a patient in 2016. 

Devender Singh, Rajib Lochan, Manoj 
Rai and Sunil Kedia have been booked un- 
der IPC sections 304A (rash and negligent 
act leading to death), 201 (evidence tamper- 
ing) and 34 (common intention), said Sa 
kanda SHO Jai Prakash, With the sections 
beingbailable, they were later released, 

‘The hospital had claimed the patient, 
Goldy Chhabra, died on December 26, 
2016, from “sulphur poisoning”, But his 
family alleged negligence by the hospital 
management and the doctors, leading to 
an investigation by Sarkanda police.

Aizawl: At least 151 more Myanmarese 
soldiers fled to Mizoram’s Lawngtlai dis- 
trict on Friday night after their camps in 
the neighbouring country were overrun 
by an armed ethnic group, a senior state 
police official said on Saturday, reports 
HC Vanlalruata. The Myanmaresearmy 
personnel, also known as the “Tatma 
daw’, fled their camp in Chin State with 
their arms and approached the Assam Ri- 
fles at Tuisentlang, in Lawngtlai district, 
after their camps near the international 
border were overrun by Arakan Army 
fighters, hesaid.

2024’S BIG QUESTION: 


he big question in the 2024 gen- 
eral election is not whether 
Narendra Modi will be back, 
but whether he will be back 
vith a bang (with the BJP win- 
ning 272-plus seats in Parliament) or 
a whimper (with less than a full- 
fledged majority), where he may need 
todepend on regional allies to rule In- 
dia for the next five years. This will 
decide whether he gets to rule like 
Narasimha Rao after 1991 (albeit with a more 
charismatic image), or like Modi in 2014-24. 
‘The INDIA alliance, which is essentially Con- 
gress plus regional allies in varioussstates, believes 
that if it can stitch together a one-on-one fight in 
400-450 seats, it is in with a chance to unseat Modi. 
It is hoping to do what it did in 2004, when every- 
body thought Vajpayee was a shoo-in. But he lost. 
However, Modi is not Vajpayee, and 2024 is not 
2004. Unlike 2004, when the BJP was, at best, a 
180-seat party that would always need allies, 
Modi’s BJP is much stronger, and has grown 
much deeper roots in the Hindi heartland states. 
It has grown not only organisationally, but also 
in terms of popularity through 
the deep penetration of pro: 
poor schemes, especially those 
that benefit women. This 
makes the BJP a 220-240-plus 
national party at the lower end 
of the scale, nota 180-seat one, 
It is worth recalling that in 
2019, 16 states, including most 
major ones, gave it more than 
50% of the popular vote.

For many months, leaders and supporters of the 
two countries’ main opposition party — the Bang- 
ladesh Nationalist Party (BNP) and the Tehreek-e-Insaf Pa- 
kistan (PTI) — have faced harassment, arrests, and impris 
onment. Not surprisingly, these crackdowns have intensified 
after each party stepped up violence and other destabilising 
acts — PTT partisans attacked Army facilities in May, and 
BNP members have staged provocations including blockades 
since October. But both parties have mai 
tained the capacity to mobilise large 
crowds. And yet, their electoral strate- 
gies are sharply at odds: The PTT is com 
mitted to participating in elections, no mat- 
ter the obstacle, while the BNP has 
nounced it will sit them out. 

‘The PTI faces major challenges. Its 
popular leader, Imran Khan, is in jail. 

Most other top PTT leaders have been

Indi- 
an Americans are also 
much more recently 
settled than other mi- 
nority groups in the 
US. Even though sever 
al thousand Indian

Surveys over a decade show that Indian 
‘Americans are broadly liberal on a 
variety of issues, ranging from fa- 
‘vouring expansions in healthcare 
and environmental protection to 
stricter policies on gun control 
and greater civil rights protec- 
tions for Black Americans.

My Test achievement 
special after missing 
few years in younger 
days, says Cummins 


Melbourne: Captain Pat Cummins declared him- 
self delighted at the end of a landmark year for 
Australian cricket as his 10-wicket haul in the 
second test win over Pakistan in Melbourne se- 
cured his entry into an elite band of bowlers, 

Cummins led his side on Friday to a fourth 
consecutive home series win with a Man of the 
Match performance that saw him become only the 
10th player to claim 250 wickets or more for Aus- 
tralia. The 30-year-old joins an illustrious li 
headed by Shane Warne, and featuring fast bow! 
ers Glenn McGrath and Dennis Lillie as well as 
current test players Nathan Lyon and Mitch Stare. 

“It's pretty special company being up there,” 
said Cummins, who now has 252 wickets in57 Test 
matches, “A real proud moment to see the names 
you're up there alongside. Achievements in Test 
cricket, the things that are most satisfying, is the 
longevity it takes to hit a few of those milestones, 
especially after missing a few years when I was a 
bit younger: It's always a nice little reminder.” 

Cummins’ career haul is particularly notewor- 
thy for a player who started his Test career aged 
18, but spent more than five years out of the team 
due to a succession of injuries. 

He returned in 2017 and was appointed captain 
in November 2021, with questions initially raised 
over how effective a fast bowler could be in the role, 
Cummins has answered those questions emphati- 
cally, leading Australia to the World Test Champion- 
50-overs World Cup triumph and the retention 
of the Ashes in England during the last 12 months. 

His 10-wicket haul in the second ‘Test was the 
second of his career as he took 5/49 in the second 
innings to finish the match with 10/97 and snuff 
out Pakistan's hopes of levelling the three-match 
series. “I'm really happy for a few reasons. Person- 
ally, the main reason is that's the best I felt bowling 
for a little while,” Cummins said. 

“My rhythm felt really good. I felt like I bowled 
with good pace, I knew where my wrist was and 
could control the seam, some good bouncers, I felt 
really happy with just how I was bowling if I didn’t 
take wickets, And then as a team, just a huge year, 
all formats, a lot of success, and stop off by winning 
aseries at home which we pride ourselves on doing. 
It's a pretty satisfying way to end 2023,” revrers

Cargo ship with lithium ion batteries

‘A.cargo vessel carrying lithium-ion batteries has been ordered 
to continue to Alaska after a fire was reported in its cargo hold. 
The US Coast Guard said Friday the fire is contained but ongo- 
ing. The 125-metre cargo ship Genius Star XI was directed to 
continue to the port at Dutch Harbor, Alaska. A Coast Guard 


airplane and the Coast Guard ship Alex Haley were sent to 
assist. The ship was located about 362km southwest of Dutch 
Harbor when they reported the fire early Thursday morning, 
the guard said in a release. The vessel is owned by Wisdom 
Marine Group of Taipei, Taiwan. It was headed to San Diego 
with the batteries from Vietnam, an email said. 


More than 100 anglers rescued fromanice chunk: More 
than 100 people stranded while fishing on an ice chunk that 
broke free on a Minnesota river were rescued Friday, authoriti- 
es said. The anglers were on an ice foe in the southeastern 
area of Upper Red Lake in Beltrami County — about 322km 
northwest of Minneapolis — when it broke loose from the 
shoreline. An emergency call shortly before 5pm said the 
people were stranded with more than 9 metres separating 
them from shore, Nobody had fallen through the ice.
